Rates to customers of 
Southern California and South 
ern Counties Gas companies 
will drop by about a cent and 
third per thousand cubic 
feet. The average residential 
eustomer uses upwards of 85 
thousand cubic feet annually. 

The local spokesman for the 
gas companies said “it was 
nice to be able to put a rate 
reduction into effect for a 
change. It has been a hard 
battle to hold the line on gas 
prices in the face of post-war 
inflation and the fantastic de- 
mand for additional supplies 


of gas jn southern California 


“Since 1940 the cost of liv- 
ing index has risen 114%, 
while the cost of natural gas 
to customers has risen about 
70°. We feel gas prices have 
now leveled out and should 


remain stable for a number, 


of vears.”’ 

El Paso’s reduction to the 
local companies will amount 
to about $7.3 million annually, 
with Southern California Gas 
Co. receiving some $4.4 mil- 
lion and Southern Counties 
Gas receiving some $2.9 mil 
lion. 

Another $1.5 million annual 
reduction by the two compa- 
nies will result from severai 
items inchiding an adjustment 
of the rates to California cus- 
tomers which were originally 
set up to offset out-of-state 
supplies 

Ali of the reduced costs of 
gas supply will be reflected in 
lowered rates to local custo 
mers 

The rate reduction from E) 
Paso is actually an interim 
reducticn based on the last 
of four cases pending before 
the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 

An additional reduction in 
current rates, plus substantial 
refunds arising from rates 
paid in prior periods back to 
1855. is anticipated when the 
cases are finally settled.
